fer this laſt worthy Perſon to fall a Victim to 
the Malice anci Cruelty of our Popiſh Enemies ;

my Lord Howard being a Man of a.Voluble Tongue , 
and one who talkt very well, they were all delighted to 

bear him. -. 

' Nor indeed does my Lord Howard poſitively 
Swear, even ſuppoſing this form'd Conſulr ro be 
true, that my Lord &»fel actually conſented to it, 
or diſcourſed of it. Only— That he was there— 
and———that he took it, and that he did give his con- 


feat. 

'Tis a very ill Cauſe that needs either a Lyeor 
2 Cheat to defend it. My Lord &sſe himſelf be- 
ing {0 ingenyous to acknowledge whateyer of 
Truth, any that knew him will believe to be in - 
his part of che Deſign;/ewould be an Injury to his 
Memory to do any otherwaſe. It appears then

T ith Mr. ohn Sprage there were Executed 
Twelve in the County of Dorſet 5 Mr. Joby: 

Sprage of Lyme, a Man more fit todie than he that 
Condemned him was fit to live: He was a zealous 


Chriſtian, and a Man-that/in a manner lived in 


Heaven while on Earth; he was but of an ordinary 
Eftate in this World : -But to be ſhort; his Praiſe, 
his Worth, his Fame, will never die in thoſe 
places where known ; he went about doing good, 
even in his worldly Employments, as I have been 
credibly informed; hardly any thing coming that 
way, but what his Spiritual Meditations were 
upon. He was apprehended near Salzbary, 
brought to Dorcheſter, where I ſaw him ſeveral 
times, and was converſant with him before his 
Tryal ; %he carried himſelf very moderately to 
all; ſome of divers Principles in matters of Re- 
ligion, he continually prayed with them, adviſing 
and inſtructing them to thoſe holy Duties which 
were neeeſſary to Salvation: Being asked, how.

They . have teemd with a ſpurious 
Brat, which being clandeſtinely midyiv'd mo the 
World, the better to cover the Impoſture, they lay it at

- the Stationers had-the Matter declar'd by the Ho-

About this time the Popiſh Plot being difcover- 
ed by Dr. Oates and others, the Nation was for a 
while in a' Ferment, and matters run extremely 
high in Diſputegand Controverſies, and he fſail*d 
with the Current, declaring with much heat and 
violence againſt the Priefts, Jeſuits, and others 


of the Conſpirators and Romiſh FaRion ; as ap- . 


peared not only by his vehement expreſſions in 
pleading- againſt 'em, but the alacrity and little 


- concerd that was viſible in his Countenance, when

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at any time, as Recorder of Zeydon,he paſt ſentence 
of Death upon any of them ; which he frequently 
did with more or [cſs reproach, and became in a 
manner the terror of that Party. But no ſooner 
he perceiving the Wind tacking at Court, and that 
there was ſome mifunderftanding between King 
Charles the Second and his Partiament,but he began 
to fall off, and grow cold in proſecuting the ends of 
the Government, being frequently at Court, and 
labouring as much as in him lay, to draw the Ma- 
giſtracy of the City after him; as appears more 
clpecialſy by one paſſage, p3z. The King being 
recovered of an Indifpoſition, that had for ſome 
time put the Kingdoms in a fear and doubt of his 
Life, the Lord Mayor and Aldermen went to con- 
gratulate him upon his going abroad; after 
which, and a favourable reception, it was pro- 
poſed by this Perſon, that they ſhould in like man- 
ner wait” upon his Royal Highneſs, then Duke of 
York, who was not long before returned from 
Flanders; but perceiving no forwardnefs to be ſc- 
conded, he only with his Father-in-Law ſtayed be. 
hind to gain that Acceſs. Theſe and other Pre- 
ceedings created in.the City a Jealoufic, that he 
had eſpouſed an Intereſt to their prejudice, which 
wrought ſo ſtrongly in their Conceits, that it was 
concluded in the Council-Chamber at Gnild-Ha#, 
that he ſhould reſign his Recordgrſhip; and ace 
cordingly they ſent to him to deliver back the Pa- 
pers and Writings they had catruſted him with, 
which accordingly was done, and Sir George Treby 

_ conftituted Recorder in his ſtead. 
This fo netled him, that he now openly de- 
clax'd himſelf to þe what before was only tulpet-

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ed, indulging his thoughts in nothing more, than 


how he might reyenge it upon” the Diſſenters 
to whoſe influence on the Court: of Aldermen 


he attributed his diſmiſſion from the Recorder-

Many Petitions being put up upon the diffolving 
the Parliament in 1682. bymoft of the Counties, 
and Burroughs, and Corporations of England, for 
the ſpecdy. calling another, to redreſs the Grie- 
vances of the Nation; and the King ſhewing 
ſome diſlike of that manner of proceeding, this 
Perſon further to endear himſelfto the intereft of

of the Comnions Houſe, (after having been heard 
what he could ſay in defence of his Proceedings by

At this Aſſize beingCounſel in a Cafe upon Nsf 
prius, before Sir Richard Weſton, one of the Barong 
of the Exchequer, and deſiring to ingroſs all the 
Queſtions, Without ſuffering thoſe on the other 
ſide to ask the Witneſs what was convenient in 
carrying on, and managing the Gauſe ; he was 


deſired by the Judges to hold his Tongue, &c. up-

ding they had play'd, for the money they were 
promiſed: or expected, when' in the midſt of the 
Evidence, this Perſon called to one of them, v:z. 
Tou Fidler, &c. at which the man ſeeming to be 
diſguſted, he again, upon the Parties alledging

Here as in other places, but did little more than 
Read our Declaration,which we did alſo in all other 
Towns, the Magiſtrates Rtanding by in their

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Gowns; and likewiſe our Proclamation, and fo 
march'd:forward for- Gleſſenbary;, from Glaſſenbu- 
7 deſign'd for Briſtol, three days. March from 
that Place, deſigning to Attaque'it « Accordingly, 
we-arrived at Canſhum-Briage,. a little Town 
three Miles Engliſh from Br:#fol, ' intending to en- 
ter next motning, the Duke of Beaxford being 
there with a Garriſon of about-Four Thouſazd Men, 
being here lodg?d in the Town, we were on a 
ſudden Alarm*d with the noiſe of the Approach 


of the Enemy, being in no ſmall Confuſion on 


this' unſuſpeted News: The Duke ſent one up 
the Tower to fee whether he could diſcover them 
marching; as ſoon as he came up, he ſaw them 
at the very entrance- into the Town figtting with 
ur Men. Here we had a ſmall Skirmiſh, our Men 
being in the Fields adjoyning to the Town refreſh- 


ing themſelves; but it lafted not long, for before 
he could bring word, they -were fled, -being not 


above ſixty Horſe-Men ? They did vs miſchief, 
killed and wounded above Twenty Men, whereas 
we killed none of theirs, only took four Priſoners, 


and their Horſes, and wounded my Lord New- 


burg,that it was thought mortal; they came thither, 
thinking it had been their own Forces; and. had 
not our undiſciplin'd Fellows. been a little roo ea- 
ger, and ſuffer'd* 'em to come a little farther on, 
they would have enter'd the Town, and we muſt 
have had every man of them; their Infantry was 


_ following, but on their Return camenot forward. 


Theſe Forces being ſonear, and Briſtol, being ſo 
well mann'd alſo, the Duke was loth to paſs the 
Bridge for Briſtol, though ſome Gentlemen that 
came over with us, and were preſcribed upon the 
. Nn#4 account 
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account of the former Plot, being Briflel-men, 
and knew the heaxts of the Townfmen, -begg'd | 


him - heartily to proceed towards git, offering 


themſclves to go intheHead of them into theToawn, 
by ſome private ways which they knew, aſſuring 


him, They Would mak? 79 Reſiſtance, butcould: nat 
perſwade him 5 which had we been Poſleſſors of, 
we could not have wanted Mony nor Arms, the 
only things needful for us in that JunRure 3, ſor had 
we but had Arms, I am perſwaded we had by this 
time had at the leaſt twenty thouſand Men; and 
it would not then haye been difficult for us to 
have march'd to London, with the Recuit of Bri- 
ſ#ol, the King not being able to make 7000 Men 
for the gaining of ſo many Kingdoms. But God 
ſaw it not fit for us, and over-ruled our Conſul- 
tations to our own ruin; for this-was in the top 
of our proſperity; and. yet all the while, not a 
Gentleman more than went over. with us came to 


our aſſiſtance. Lt 
| Shore march'd on to Bath, we lay before it in 
the Afternoon, and ſent in our Trumpeter to de- 


wand the Town, but they refuſed .to give us En- 


trance, arg a ftrong Garifon, it being a ſtout 
Peopleand a ftrong place. Haviug no mind to ſpend 
time in laying. Sieges, we. march'd on that day to 
a little Town called Phz!lip5-Norion, and there lay 
that night, being now. S»»day the 26th of Fune 
Old-Style; Saturday Morning preparing for 
Frome, We were drawing out our Baggage for 
our March, and on a ſudden were alarmed with 
the appearance'of the Enemy, who had entred the 
Town, and had lined all the Hedges, and. be- 
gan to fire on. us; Here he began the briskeſt. Ren-

| counterye yes had, and. for an hour or more we. 
had a; brigk Skirmiſh; þut at laſt we beat them 


back,. killing about thirty which lay in the place , 
and we loſt about ten in 3ll, and a tew wounded : 
They retreating withtheir whale Army, pitched 
within a mile of the Town; and we went outal- 
fa and, pitched near.them,. but out of Musket- 
ſhot , playing: Capnon' one £n another for ſome 
hots ; they killed us but one man all. the while, 
ut with ours we did great exccution,] having the. 
adyantage of the ground; ſo at laft they retreat- 
ed, and I: have þeen told loft ſome hundreds of 
men in the Battel, both killed and wounded :- So 
we marched on fer- Frame, a Town where we were 
as brloved as at Taunton, where we wanted for 
nothing . but Arms, which were by a! Stratagem 
taken: from them, a' few days before Qur- entrance. 
Here came the unexpeRed News of A#gyle's being 
defeated, and likewiſe of the adyance of the Kings 
Forces from Londen with conſiderable Baggage,and 
thirty Field-Pieces. ' On this News,together with 
our want of Mony, and Arms, (not ſecing which 
way to avoid thefe Forces) we were at a ſtand, 
and not 2 little zo--plard. "Twas at laſt agreed 
on, that we that came with the Duke'ſkould get 
good: Horſes that Night, and 10 for Pos, 'a little 
Sea-Port Town not far 'off, where we: were: ta 
ſeize a Sip, and ſet forth for Holand again, leay- 
ing our Infantry to the mercy 'of the Country. 
This was much like that Reſolution of the Hol- 
landers in the time of the Civil War with Spainy 
being. as we then were, in deſpair of making: bet- 
ter Terms, and not daring to enter Saribwry 
Plain, becauſe their Horſe being ſa much: betior 
. -  Thasg 
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than ours, their- Men being all Diſciplin'd , ous 
not, we could not face*them in fo plain and 
open a Country, ſo that we retreated: backward, 
in the mean time reſolving to fee what Londow 
. would do, having a goed opportunity offered 
them : The Souldiers being call'd forth, and not 
two thouſand Men'to be had for their defence 
if they had but attempted any thing; this diſ- 
heartned our Men, and ſeveral, of them coming 
home-to their own Country, having felt by expe- 
rience the hardfhips of War, withdrew from us. 
We came well ;hack again to Bridgewater, and 
were received with wonted Love ; we arrived here 
on Friday the $d of Jaly, and reſolved here to for- 
tifie, 10 as to hold our ground till we heard: from

brought of the Approach of the Kings Forces 


within a Mile and a half of the Town where | 


they had encamped, the Duke went up into the 
Tower and there took a view of them, and ſecing 
them ſo careleſs, and their Horſe at ſome diſtance 
from the Army, in alittle Town, tMe Infantry being 
in Sedge Moore, Hecalled a Council on it, and it 
was concluded on, that we ſhould fall on them in 
the dead of the Night,accordingly having a Guide 
to condudt us on in a private way, we warch*d out 
at about I 1 of the Clock in the night, and about one 
Fell on them in their Tents. There was a Ditch be- 
tween us, and the Guide promiſed to condudt 'em 
over an eaſie fordable place, but our Men ſeeing 
the Enemy juft before them, . ran furiouſly on and 
| Toft the Guide, ſo that while they endeavoured to 
| Tecover oyer that place the Enemy got on their 
Legs,and put themſelyes inOrder,and now began as 


fierce '

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Ferce a Battel as perhaps ever was fought in Exp- 
laxd in fo ſhort atime; our Foot fought as well ns 
ever Foot fought,but not a Horſe came up ; had our - 
Horſe bur aſſiſted, we muft have beaten them out 
of the Field, But our Horſes would not ſtand at 
the noiſe of Drums and Guns, fo thatwe ſoon loſt 
two of our Picces of Ordnance, and we had but 
four in all, and'then but one. more in the Field ; 
our Foot flung moſt of their Shot over, ſo that 
the Men for the moſt part were killed in the Rear, 
and that run, but the Front ſtood flill ; and had 
we done as much execution in the Front as we 
did in the Rear, the day: had been our own ; but 


God would not. have it, their time was not yet 


come : By this time their Horſes came up, and ha- 


| ving fix or eight hundred good dilciplin'd Men, 


well mounted and well arm'd, ours neither; our 


. Foot having ſhot away all their Ammunition, and 


our Baggage being not then in the Field, they 


- were forced to retreat, being all in confuſion. 


Having no Mony left, and our Party thus unex- 
paRtedly repulſed, the Duke ſeeing he could not 
hold it any longer, fled with my Lord Gray. 

The Duke's Party was ſaid to he about three 
thouſand Foot, and a thouſand Horſe? we had 
more, at leaſt five thouſand Men and Horſe, but + 
not well Arm'd, yet in the Field. 'Tis faid we 
loſt not above three hundred, and they Foot : but 
after when we were routed in our retreat loft a 
vaſt many more; though they purſued not in ſome 
hours after. 

The moſt remarkable Perſons that were taken in 
this total Rout,were Colonel Holmes, Major Perot, 
the Conftable of Crookborn, and Mr, Williams, Scr- 
yant to the late Duke of Monwomth. = After

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After the Field was clear of the Dukes. Mep, 
the Earl of. Feverſhay marched with five hundrec 
Foot and a Party of Horſe and Dragoons. to Bridg- 
water, where he found the Dukes Forces that were 
left there, fled and diſperſed into ſeveral Places : 
When his Lordſhip having lefr theſe Men in the 


Town, under the Command of -Colonet- Kirk, | 
and hearing the late Duke of Mormouth was fled 


with about Fifty Horſe, the greateſt number of 
the Dukes Men that were left together, he ſent 
out divers Parties in purſuit of him and others. that 
fled the Field. When on the 9th of F=ly, about 
five in the Morning, ſome of the Lord Zuwly's 
Mea ſeized the Lord Gr and another Perſon 
. near Hylt-Lodge in Dorſceſhire, four Miles from the 
Weſt of Ringwoed; and the ſ4id Lord Lumly ma- 
king further enquiry: among the Cotts, was infor- 
med by.-one Axna Ferrant that two men wen 
aver a Hedge, proving to be the a vcr 
many -Incloſures, fome of which were overgrown 
with Fern, others with Peaſe and Oats ; but 


Guards being ſet upon the Ayenyes, after divers 


attempts to eſcape, the Brandenburgh, one of tlie 
-Parties,pblerved to enter the Ground, wes taken 
on the..,Sth of July, about five in the morning, 
who confeſfing. he departed from the late Ry 
Afonmonth; about One of the Clock that morning, 
in the- Qut-bounds , diligent ſearch was made 
when about Eleven pf the Clock the ſame morn- 
ing he was found; by: one Henry Parking, hid in a. 
Ditch, covered with Fern, who calling others to. 
aſſit him, theſaid late Duke was in the end taken, 
and together: with the Lord Gray, and the Brgr- 


denburgh, With a rong. (Guard. brought by. eabee, , 
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Journies to Whitehall, where they arrived on the - 


- 15th of Fuly, and after ſome examination were 


committed to the Tower, when on” Wedneſday the 
15th of 7aly, the fate Duke of Monmonth, purſue 
ant to a Warrant ſigned for his Execution, npon 
his Attaindure of High Treaſon, was delivered to 


the Sheriffs of London and Middleſex, about Ten 


in. the Morningz' and rondufted to a Scaffold e- 
rected on Tower-Hill, where after about half an 
Hours continuance, he laying down his head, had 
it ſiricken off by the Executioner, the which, to- 
gether with his Body, being put into a Coffin co- 
vered with Velvet, wete carried away in a Velyet- 
covered Hearſe, in order to his Interment.
